MAIN LINE BLOCKED... 


On the C.P.R. Near North Bay—Soo 
Express Derailed. 


North Bay, Dec. 20.—The C.P.R. 
main line has been blocked since eight 
o'clock last night by the derailment 
of No. 8 express east-bound from the 
Soo at Yellock, eight miles west of 
North Bay. Two passenger trains 
from Winnipeg and the coast are be- 
hind the wreck, while No, 1 and No. 97 
west-bound trains and No. 7 Soo ex- 
press are stalled at North Bay. The 
trouble began west of Beauge, when 
the engine on No. 8 died and the train 
was stalled. An engine was sent from 
North Bay to bring in No. 8, but a 
short distance out an axle broke on 
the disabled engine, derailing the en- 
tire train on a level piece of roadway. 
The only damage was the ploughing 
up of the track and the smashed roll- 
ing stock. The trains are crowded 
with Christmas traffic.

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CALLING IN LOANS. 


Canadian Banks Are Recovering 
Money Loaned Outside of the Do- 
minion, 


Ottawa, Dee. 20—The November 
bank statement issued today shows 
that the banks on account of the fin- 
ancal stringency have continued the 
policy of calling in loans held outside 
the Dominion. These loans now stand 
at slightly over $41,000,000, compared 
with $46,000,000 jn October and al- 
Tost $70,000,000 a year ago, There is 
practically no change in the short 
loans in Canada. The total assets have 
decreased. There are $934,000,000, as 
against $54,000,000 in October, and 
$949,00,000 a year ago. There bas been 
a greater shrinkage in liabilities,how- 
ever, which stand at $736,000,000, as 
against $776,000,000 in October, and 
$778,00,00 a year ago. The greatest 
average not circulation was $79,000,- 
000, In October it was almost $86,- 
000,000, and in November, 1906, it wae 
slightly over that figure. 


GEN. STOESSEL WAS 
NERVOUS AND COWARD 


General Gurko Makes This Accusation 
in Trial of Defender of Port Ar. 
thur—Kuronatkin Knew of His 
Reputation, 


St. Petersburg, Dee. 19—The trial 
of Lieutenant General Stoessel for the 
surrender of Port Arthur to the Jap- 
anese was continued in this city this 
afternoon and in the course of the 
proceedings General Stoessel was ac 
cused of having shown the white fea 
ther on more than one oecasion. This 
accusation was made by General Gur- 
ko, who was on the stand as a witness. 
The charge was made while the court 
martial was investigating the circum. 
stances of General Kuropatkin'’s ordei 
of June 18, 1904, in which Generali 
Stoessel was told to turn over the 
command of the fortress to Genera! 
Smyrenoff and join the Manchurian 
army. General Stoessel disregarded 
this order and it was repeated three 
times, He suppressed the copy oi 
the order addressed to General Smy- 
renoff, and finally was allowed to re- 
main at Port Arthu:. 

Kuropatkin Had Suspicions. 

General Kuropatkin testified that 
early in May disputes had arisen a: 
to the fitness of General Stoessel tc 
command the fortress, owing to his 
nervousness, This idea was strength 
ened by the communication sent by 
General Smirnoff to his aide, Colone: 
Gurko, that Stoessel was a coward 
and apt to lose his head during an 
assault, and that it might be necessary 
to place him under arrest to prevent 
the fall of the fortress. General Kuro- 
patkin related the confirmatory details 
of this statement. 

Answering Gen, Stoessel’s query as 
to what grounds he had for making 
such a statement to General Kuropat- 
kin, Colonel Gurko related two inst- 
ances in which “General Stoessel had 
ordered his staff to scatter under fire, 
himself heading the dash for shelter. 

Colonel Golovan, who was in charge 
of the coding of messages at Port Ar- 
thur, established the receipt by Gen. 
Stoessel of General Kuropatkin’s or- 
ders, He said he gave the erder foi 
General Smirnoff to assume command 
of the fortress. General Reiss, who, 
after conferring with General Stoessel, 
directed him to recover the copy from 
the files and suppress the record there- 
of. Only five men in the fortress knew 
of the order. The testimony brought 
to light the surprising fact that Gen. 
Kuropatkin before the war had _ re- 
commended the abandonment of Port 
Arthur and the restoration of the 
Kwang Tung peninsula to the Chin 
ese, who were to pay $12,000,000 fo: 
it. 

He considered that the opening of 
Port Dalney destroyed the strategic 
importance of Port Arthur, General 
Kuropatkin said he had finally de- 
cided not to interfere with General 
Stoesse!, owinig to his unexpected suc- 
cess in holding the fortress, which 
theoretically required 129,000 men to 
be defended successtully. 


Must Go All Round World. 

Ottawa, Dec, 19—Sir Thomas Trow- 
bridge, head of the Blacksod Bay Fast 
Atlantic syndicate, interviewed Sir 
Wilirid Laurier and colleagues today.

Winnipeg, Dec. 20--A crisis is ex- 
pected today in the negotiations which 
have been under way between the pro- 
vincial government and the Bell Tele- 
phone company regarding the taking 
over of the company’s system in Man- 
itoba. President Size has placed the 
price at the lump sum of $4,000,000, 
and does not appear inclined to re- 
cede from that figure, which he frank- 
ly states will give the company a 
good profit on the transaction. The 
government, however, consider the 
figure a great deal too migh and are 
asking for detailed statements show- 
ing the value of the various units. 

Possibly some such estimate wil! 
be presented by the company this aft- 
ernoon which would present a basis 
for negotiations. President Size makes 
no secret that the company will not 
sell unless it gets its own figures and 
that should negotiations fall through, 
it is prepared to enter into a_ bitter 
fight with the government for the busi- 
uess in the province. There is good 
reason to believe that the company 
has been quietly preparing for the 
past six months for a change of this 
nature and if the negotiations fall 
through, the Bell _people will start 
rate slashing everywhere that the gov- 
rnment offers competition,

TEACHERS ARE SCARCE. 


New York Has Three Hundred Classes 
Without Them. 


New York, Dec, 20.—Seven hundred 
teachers are needed immediately by 
the Board of Education to fill vacan- 
cies in the publie schools, 

There being no names on the elig- 
ible ist from which to make appoint- 
ments, the Board yesterday requested 
he Committee on Elementary schools 
to devise ways and means to help it 
out of the difficulty. 

Three hundred classes in the cle- 
mentary schools are without regular 
teachers, the instructors being pupils 
from the training schools ,and eubsti- 
tutes, when they can be obtained, 
while the number of teachers absent 
because of illness o1 other 
causes is placed at 400. 

“Two hundred and ninety-eight 
pupils from the training schools are 
acting as teachers,” declared Mr, Par- 
tridge, a member of the board. “This 
is unfair to the pupils, who are sup- 
posed to be gaining instruction them- 
selves instead of teaching others, de- 
oriving them of observation and ap- 
jlication to the work of improving 
If our present method is 
lefective we should correct it.’’

Pittsburg, Pa., Dec. 20.—Judge 
Richard Holt, of Beaver County, an- 
noune®d in court recently that here- 
after any person who wishes a divorce 
in Beaver County will have to pay for 
it in advance. Judge Holt has in the 
last few years granted many divorees, 
and recently discovered that in not 
more than half of tehm had the costs 
been paid. Some of th: divorced 
couples have married without lifting 
the papers, under the impression the 
deer?es were final. Judg Holt declares 
a decree is not final until the costs 
are paid and the papers lifted, and 
says he wil! require all parties in fu- 
ture to pay the costs in advance.

NEW CARDINALS 


Magnificient Pageant Marks 
emony Today—A Great 
Throng Assembles.

Rome, Dee. 20.—The public consis- 
tory, personally conducted by the 
Pope to-day, was the occasion of a 
magnificent pageant. Thousands of 
tickets were distributed for the com- 
pany and a great throng assembled 


that not only crowded the halls and 
corridors of the consistory hall, but 
overflowed the plaza of St, Peters 
The papal throne was flanked by the 
seats of cardinals and bishops, and 
the opposite end of the tribunes was 
occupied by members of diplomatic 
circles and aristocracy. Ordinary tie- 
ket-holders were standing on the low- 


er floor of the hall, 

The papal procession was led by 
Swiss guards. The Pope, wearing his 
complete pontifical robes, passed 


along with upraised hand, bestowing 
a blessing as he went. Following the 
holy father came members of the Sis- 
tine choir, led by Abe Perosi, and the 


long train “of notable church persons 
representing nearly every nation oi 
the globe, 

The pontiff then ascended the 
throne, and the new cardinals were 


introduced in turn, and, kneeling at 
the foot of the throne, were formally 
instilled, the master of ceremonies 
holding a red hat over their heads 
while the Pope repeated the formula 
of installation 

After receiving the papal embrace, 
they received a fraternal salute from 
each cardinal. After the ceremony 
Pope Pius bestowed an apostolic bless- 


ing, and withdrew with the proces- 
sion again forming an escort, A short

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RUSSIAN NAVY IS 
FAVORED BY GRAFTERS 


But the Grafters Will Wint Out and 
Russia Will Plunge Into It—Pro- 
gramme Entails Exoenditure of 
$500, 000,000.

St. Petersburg, Dec. 18.—The recon. 
struction of the Russian navy, which 
up to the present has been in abey- 
“ance owing to internal troubles, has 
suddenly emerged to the surface and 
bids fair te develop a portentous con- 
flict as between the wishes of the em- 
peror and the Douma, 

To-day the Douina committee’ of na- 
tional defence, provided over by M, 
Guchkoff, the Octoberist leader, while 
discussing this year’s naval estimates, 
sent a formal demand to Admiral Dik- 
off, the minister of marine, to submit 
to the Douma full particulars «f the 
néw shipbuilding programme which 
has been worked out by. the admiral- 
ty. This prégramme entails an expen- 
diture of $500,000,000, 

It can be stated on the best of « uth- 
ority that the shipbuilding programme 
has been elaborate, though the per- 
sonal participation ef the emperor who 
is fully determined to make thé re- 
storation of the Russian scattered sen 
power the crowning achievernent of 
his reign. regardless of cost, 

All along it has been a patent fret 
that the naval officers are enjoying 
the highest favor of the emperor, Ma-
